I  have  hoped  that,  in  this  issue,  I  might 
be  able  to  present  a  definite  program  of  what 
the  college  will  do  in  the  months  or  years 
ahead,  but  the  uncertainty  of  things  makes 
this  impossible.  So  much  depends  on  how 
Congress  moves  that  it  would  be  unwise  to 
announce  a  new  schedule  or  curriculum  at 
the  moment.  It  is  not  beyond  the  possible 
that  what  I  write  now  will  be  changed  by 
the  time  it  has  reached  your  hands. 

We  are  prepared  with  the  choice  of  sev- 
eral possibilities,  anyone  of  which  can  be 
adopted  on  short  notice,  allowing  for  ac- 
celeration or  other  adaptations,  depending 
on  the  situation  as  it  finally  comes  to  us. 

Our  advice  to  the  students  is  to  proceed 
with  caution  and  make  no  hasty  decisions 
which  cannot  be  undone.  Should  the  reso- 
lutions adopted  by  the  American  Associa- 
tion of  Colleges  prove  acceptable  to  Con- 
.gress  and  the  military  authorities,  it  is  more 
ithan  likely  that  the  academic  year  will  not 
'be  upset.  However,  until  we  know  what 
procedure  the  government  agencies  are  going 
to  follow,  we  can  make  no  definite  commit- 


ments. Throughout  the  schools  on  the  cam- 
pus, we  have  established  special  counseling 
departments  where  the  students  may  receive 
the  best  advice  with  regard  to  all  the  serv- 
ices. 

The  opening  of  the  Alumni  Centre  has  been 
delayed  because  of  materials.  The  reactions 
of  those  who  have  visited  the  building  during 
the  days  of  reconstruction  have  been  most 
favorable,  and  I  am  sure  that  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Association  will  be  very  happy 
with  what  is  being  done. 

I  sincerely  trust  that  the  officers  of  your 
Association  will  have  your  complete  support 
in  their  efforts  to  make  the  annual  Commun- 
ion Day  a  great  success.  I  look  on  it  as  an 
opportunity  for  all  of  us  to  join  together  in 
an  act  of  faith  in  God  and  a  manifestation 
on  the  part  of  all  Boston  College  men  of  their 
trust  in  His  Divine  Providence.  Certainly,  a 
gathering  of  this  sort,  men  joined  in  prayer 
for  peace,  cannot  but  win  for  us  and  for  all 
those  dear  to  us  great  blessings  and  graces 
from  on  high.

BISHOPS  MACKENZIE  AND  WRIGHT  TO  ADDRESS  ALUMNI 


Between  1200  and  1500  Alumni  and  stud- 
ents are  expected  at  the  Corporate  Commun- 
ion Breakfast  which  will  be  held  on  Sunday, 
February  25  at  the  Copley  Plaza  following  9 
o'clock  Mass  at  the  Cathedral  of  the  Holy 
Cross. 

This  religious  observance  will  be  the  oc- 
casion for  an  inspiring  demonstration  of  faith 
by  the  Alumni  and  students  of  the  largest 
Catholic  college  in  New  England  at  a  time 
when  faith  is  so  necessary-  In  view  of  the 
prevalent  confusion  and  uncertainty  caused 
by  a  world  of  strife,  hatred  and  fear,  the 
Mass  and  Holy  Communion  will  be  offered

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INDUSTRIAL  TECHNIQUES 

CBA  FEATURES  INDUSTRIAL  MANAGEMENT  LABORATORY 


There  is  always  a  great  sense  of  satisfac- 
tion in  talking  with  Alumni  returning  to  Bos- 
ton College,  with  businessmen  visiting  the 
campus,  and  the  general  public  on  sightsee- 
ing tours.  It  is  interesting  to  note  their  mar- 
velling at  the  growth  of  the  College,  in  size 
of  student  body,  the  increase  in  number  of 
buildings,  and  the  addition  of  educational 
features  which  have  been  added  to  main- 
tain its  lofty  educational  position. 

Probably  the  greatest  source  of  their 
amazement,  rightful  pride,  and  consequent 
welcomed  curiosity  are  the  features  found 
in  the  College  of  Business  Administration 
building.  On  the  first  floor  of  this  edifice 
there  are  two  features  under  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Industrial  Management  Depart- 
ment— an  industrial  exhibition  room  and  an 
industrial  management  laboratory.  Since 
the  primary  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  ex- 
plain the  latter,  it  will  be  mentioned  merely 
in  passing  here  that  the  Exhibition  room  con- 
tains displays  contributed  by  industry.  These 
displays  are  of  a  month's  duration  and  each 
one  illustrates  various  industrial  topics  to 
supplement  the  students'  classroom  discus- 
sion. It  has  been  very  beneficial  in  giving  the 
students  first-hand  knowledge  of  various  pro- 
duction processes  and  incidentally  in  increas- 
ing tremendously  the  number  of  companies 
in  contact  with  Boston  College. 

In  Room  114  of  the  C.B.A.  is  located  the 
Industrial  Management  Laboratory,  the  phy- 
sical setting  for  the  Industrial  Techniques 
course.  On  any  class  day  if  you  should  stroll 
past  the  west  side  of  the  College  of  Business 
Administration,  you  will  see  a  basement 
work-shop  filled  with  a  wide  assortment  of 
machines.  At  these  machines  you  will  ob- 
serve a  group  of  men  working  while  others 
stand  behind  carefully  clocking  the  opera- 
tions to  a  split  second  meticulously  scrutin- 
izing every  movement  of  the  worker.  Work- 
er and  observer  are  both  students  of  the 
C.  B.  A.  where  they  are  specializing  in  the 
field  of  Industrial  Management. 

Professor  John  J.  Brennan,  Jr.,  1942  grad- 
uate of  the  C.  B.  A.,  is  the  Chairman  of  the 
Industrial  Management  Department  and  the 
Laboratory  is  one  of  his  favorite  projects  be- 
cause of  its  great  benefit  to  the  students  and 
the  School.  Mr.  Joseph  D'Avella  is  the  In- 
structor in  the  Industrial  Techniques  course 
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and  the  balance  of  the  staff  consists  of  Messrs. 
Paul  Mulkern  '38  and  Paul  O'Donnell. 

The  purpose  of  the  Laboratory  and  the 
course  is  very  definitely  not  to  make  the  stud- 
ent a  trained  machine  operator  but  rather 
to  help  in  developing  him  into  a  practical, 
well-trained,  better  understanding  executive. 
This  is  accomplished  in  many  ways.  The  In- 
dustrial Techniques  course  is  one  of  the  well 
integrated  group  of  courses  in  the  Industrial 
Management  Department,  others  being  In- 
dustrial Procurement,  Personnel  Manage- 
ment, Labor  Relations,  Production  Control, 
Motion  and  Time  Study,  Cost  Control  and 
Administrative  Policies. 

In  all  of  these  courses  the  human  element, 
the  importance  of  getting  things  done  through 
people  is  constantly  being  stressed  and  this 
is  especially  true  in  the  Industrial  Techniques 
course.  Here  the  student  acquires  the  view- 
point of  the  worker  by  actually  doing  the 
shop  work  and  machine  operations.  When 
the  student  graduates  and  takes  his  place  in 
industry  and  is  concerned  with  personnel  or 
labor  relations  work,  he  will  be  able  to  re- 
cruit a  more  representative  work  force  since 
he  is  familiar  with  its  job  requirements  from 
actual  experience  and  he  will  appreciate  the 
problems  of  the  workers,  thereby  better  fur- 
thering labor-management  relations. 

As  a  purchasing  agent  he  will  know  the 
qualities  of  various  types  of  metals  and  other 
materials  to  aid  in  his  procurement  program. 
He  will  have  a  practical  knowledge  of  pro- 
duction control,  and  motion  and  time  analy- 
sis, having  solved  actual  business  problems 
in  these  fields  in  the  most  practical  surround- 
ings. Throughout  the  course  the  student  is 
constantly  striving  to  do  the  work  in  the  most 
economical,  efficient  manner,  thereby  devel- 
oping within  himself  a  cost  consciousness.  It 
may  be  summarized  by  saying  that  the  stud- 
ent will  be  a  much  better  administrator  be- 
cause of  his  practical  training. 

It  is  generally  agreed  that  Boston  College 
was  the  first  school  to  introduce  this  type 
of  physical  setup.  Since  its  adoption  other 
colleges  have  followed  this  pattern.  Physi- 
cally the  Laboratory  is  laid  out  assimilating 
actual  working  conditions  so  that  the  educa- 
tional process  may  be  as  practical  as  possible. 
Jt  contains  the  more  standard  types  of  pro- 
duction   machines,    such    as,    engine    lathes,

bench  lathes,  milling  machines,  a  surface 
grinder,  a  tool  grinder,  drill  presses,  a  power 
saw,  a  shaper,  an  arbor  press,  and  other 
minor  tools  of  production.  There  is  also  a 
tool  crib  containing  approximately  175  items, 
a  metal  stock  pile  of  raw  materials  and  a 
large  clock  specially  designed  for  time  studies 
that  must  be  accurate  to  the  tenth  of  a  sec- 
ond. Interspersed  throughout  the  room  are 
permanent  exhibits  contributed  by  several 
companies  interested  in  this  project  realizing 
that  the  future  administrators  are  in  the  col- 
lege ranks  today.  The  list  of  companies  aid- 
ing in  the  development  of  the  Industrial  Man- 
agement Laboratory  is  a  tribute  to  the  coop- 
eration of  industry  and  the  reciprocal  bene- 
fits that  can  accrue  to  both  education  and  in- 
dustry because  of  this  close  alliance. 

To  make  the  facilities  even  more  realistic 
the  room  has  recently  been  painted  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  color  dynamics  program 
of  industry.  The  walls,  machines,  and  other 
accessories  are  appropriately  painted  to  ease 
eye  strain  and  to  further  work  efficiency. 

The  plant  is  not  a  toy  or  a  model  of  what 
a  plant  should  be  but  a  real  work  shop.  At 
current  values  it  would  represent  an  invest- 
ment of  about  $30,000. 

In  the  Industrial  Techniques  course  he 
students  learn  the  reading  of  blueprints,  and 
apply  this  knowledge  in  operating  the  vari- 
ous machines.  To  make  this  application  more 
realistic  and  practical  the  student  is  required 
to  construct  the  blueprints  for  a  personalized 
pen  set  and  actually  manufacture  it  on  the 
machines.      This   set   is    embossed    with   the 
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seal  of  Boston  College  and  the  student's 
name. 

Throughout  the  course  the  various  types 
of  processes  such  as,  metal  casting,  plastic 
molding,  powder  metallurgy,  hot  and  cold 
forming  of  metals,  foundry  practice,  and  pat- 
tern work  are  analyzed  and  the  different  in- 
spection-measuring instruments  and  gauges 
are  studied  and  applied. 

Movie  slides  and  films  are  used  for  illus- 
trative purposes. 

This  project  compels  the  student  to  apply 
the  various  principles  of  Industrial  Tech- 
niques as  well  as  the  features  of  production 
and  methods  work  in  order  to  complete  the 
job  satisfactorily. 

The  Laboratory  is  a  big  step  forward  in 
education.  It  is  a  stride  in  the  right  direc- 
tion towards  improved  labor-management 
relations  and  in  developing  more  competent 
executives.  The  proof  of  the  pudding  is  in 
the  eating.  The  Industrial  Management  grad- 
uates have  more  than  carried  out  the  objec- 
tives of  the  course.  They  generally  have  had 
very  good  success  in  acquiring  positions  in 
this  field  because  they  can  offer  the  prospec- 
tive employer  the  logical  reasoning  acquired 
from  the  Philisophy  courses,  the  application 
of  this  reasoning  to  the  analysis  of  actual 
business  cases,  the  core  of  the  Industrial  Man- 
agement courses,  and  the  realistic  training 
received  in  Industrial  Techniques.

On  December  30,  1950,  a  Boston  College 
Alumnus  was  named  as  head  coach  of  his 
Alma  Mater's  football  team.  Mike  Holovak 
is  not  an  ordinary  Alumnus,  but  rather,  a 
tradition  in  the  memorable  past  of  B.  C.  foot- 
ball, ^nd  should  make  a  very  fine  head  coach. 

The  job  was  given  to  Mike  and  in  this 
world  of  sports  experts,  Holovak's  appoint- 
ment was  approved  by  those  in  the  know. 
The  31  year  old  former  All  American  and 
All  Professional  League  fullback  came  to 
B.  C.  in  1939.  From  his  home  in  Lansford, 
Pa.,  Mike  went  to  Seton  Hall  Prep  School, 
thence  to  the  Heights. 

His  three  years  of  varsity  football  at  Bos- 
ton College  ended  with  the  name  of  Holovak 
being  enrolled  in  the  Hall  of  Eagle  Gridiron 
Immortals  and  a  model  for  younger  athletes 
following  him.  Service  with  the  Navy  P.  T. 
boat  fleet  followed  Mike's  graduation  in  Mar. 
of  1943  and  after  a  year  and  a  half  of  sea 
duty  Holovak  got  his  first  taste  of  coaching. 
Mike  served  as  a  plaver-coach  with  the  Mel- 
ville, Rhode  Island  P.  T.  Squadron  and  had 
an  enviable  four  and  one  record.  His  only 
loss  was  to  a  great  West  Point  eleven. 

Upon  discharge  from  the  Navy  Mike  joined 
the  Los  Angeles  Rams  professional  football 
team  for  one  year.  From  the  West  coast 
Holovak  went  to  Chicago  and  two  outstand- 
ing years  with  the  Bears.  Holovak  had  learn- 
ed quite  a  bit  about  football  and  coaching  by 
this  time.  He  had  played  under  such  coaches 
as  Frank  Leahy  (1939-40),  Denny  Myers 
(1941-42),  Adam  Walsh.  (1946),  and  George 
Halas  (1947-48.  All  these  men  gave  Mike 
a  foundation  and  the  fundamentals  with 
which  he  may  start.  His  start  was  two  un- 
defeated years  as  freshman  coach  at  Boston 
College.     Holovak  returned  to  B.  C.  in  1949.

Mike  Holovak  has  announced  the  selection 
of  Gil  Bouley  as  his  chief  assistant  and  line 
coach.  Gil  first  played  varsity  football  at 
B.  C.  in  1941.  At  the  time  the  former  tackle 
won  All-American  honors.  After  the  war  he 
joined  the  Cleveland  Rams  going  with  them 
to  Los  Angeles  when  the  franchise  was  trans- 
ferred.

started  off  with  a  4-1  win  over  Brown  Uni- 
versity, last  season's  Ivy  League  Champion, 
and  then  dropped  a  3-6  decision  to  a  very 
strong  McGill  team  from  Montreal.  An  easy 
11-2  victory  over  Tufts  foreshadowed  noth- 
ing as  the  Eagles  dropped  the  next  two 
games,  3-5  to  an  inspired  Harvard  team,  and 
a  2-11  drubbing  by  powerful  Michigan  Uni- 
versity. But  B.  C.  bounced  back  to  defeat 
last  year's  National  Champion,  Colorado  Col- 
lege 4-1,  and  Northeastern  4-2.
